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The Peter Mayer Collection 


Peter Mayer, born March 8, 1946, 
was raised in Rutherford, New Jersey, 
the only child of a single parent. As 
a young boy he became interested 
in stamp collecting and begged his 
mother to allow him to give up a 
paper route to work in a local stamp/ 
coin store. Coin collecting soon 
became his area of interest due to 
their historical significance. He went 
on to Waynesburg University in Pennsylvania, graduating 
a history major with a BA cum laude, a member of the 
International Honor Society in History, and receiving the 
Annual History Award for scholastic achievement. 

He began a career in sales selling credit reports for a 
Fortune 500 company. Always competitive, be it in pick-up 
basketball games or as star pitcher on the company softball 
team, Peter had a successful career winning numerous 
national and regional contests and citations for outstanding 
sales leadership and achievement, as well as Best in Nation, 
earning him trips to Spain, Hawaii, and California. 

While he was excelling in sales, his coin hobby slowly 
evolved into weekends at local coin shows as he became 
more involved with buying and selling at a dealer level. 
During this time he formed significant collections of United 
States type coins and Civil War tokens. 

In the early 1990s, Peter became more interested in obsolete 
currency. He left his sales position after 25 years to become 
a full time coin/currency dealer. Peter focused on collecting 
Proof and Issued notes from the New England states. New 
York but especially his home state of New Jersey. The 1990 
ABN sale by Christies was the catalyst Peter needed to 


begin his Proof collection. He acquired many great notes in 
the ABN sale, but he also kept meticulous records of who 
outbid him for notes and later acquired them from other 
collectors. His love of obsolete currency and their historical 
vignettes led him to becoming one of the leading experts in 
the country. He was also one of three people who attended 
in person all 18 parts of The Schingoethe Collection, where 
he also acquired many great notes. 

Many vacations were spent antiquing and seeking out every 
volume of The Rover Boys Series by Arthur M. Winfield. 
On occasion in some roadside barn he would find good 
deals on coins or paper money. In his community, Peter, an 
avid reader, joined the Friends of the Library helping with 
fundraising. He was a political community advocate, and 
pitched for two local softball leagues, retiring after winning 
several team championships. 

In January of 201 1, Peter was blessed with a granddaughter, 
Rachelle Eleanor, named for his mother Eleanor Mayer. He 
enjoyed showing her his collection as much as she enjoyed 
joining him in his office at every opportunity A rare blood 
cancer felled Peter on his 68th birthday March 8, 2014. 
Whether he is thought of on the softball field, at coin and 
paper money shows, or in the town where he resided and 
that he loved so much, he will be remembered for the 
generous, genuine, and kindhearted individual that he 
was. A common thread among those who worked in sales 
with Peter and those who knew him through the collecting 
community was Peter s willingness to share his knowledge, 
wisdom and passion mentoring others. 

His family wife Ruth and son John, wish the next guardians 
of these precious notes to cherish them as much as Peter did.

Rare Major O.P. Chaffee Issued T-41 with Special Military Orders 



2277 T-41. Confederate Currency. 1863 $100 PMG Fine 15 Net, Repaired, Rust, Stained. No. 158121, Plate X. PF-59. The story of Major 
Orestes Parmeno Chaffee is colorful, if not outlandish. By his own account he left his Ohio home as a boy and set out for Saint Louis. 
He worked for a time as an express rider with future General Joseph Johnston. He had settled down as a planter in Wilcox County, 
Alabama when the war broke out and soon after he enlisted as a private. After the Battle of Shiloh he was promoted to Major for “gallant 
conduct” on the field of action. He served on the staffs of Generals Braxton Bragg, J.K. Duncan, John Bell Hood, Joseph Johnston and 
Joseph Wheeler. After the war Chaffee claimed to be one of just a few former Confederates not to be granted general amnesty and he 
fled to Brazil where he served as a Major and cavalry inspector for Brazil in the Paraguayan War. Afterwards he farmed land he had 
been granted after his service but befell numerous hardships before returning to the United States in 1883. He worked in the US. Army 
Quartermaster s Office in Holbrook, Arizona where he was also the towns postmaster. Later his duties took him to Cuba and finally New 
Orleans. He died in Kansas City, Missouri in 1908. Chaffee’s brother, Adna Romanza Chaffee was a Union soldier in the Civil War and 
was later a Lieutenant General who served as Chief of Staff of the United States Army from 1904 to 1906. 

This T-41 was issued by Major O.P. Chaffee March 28, 1863. The manuscript is penned in bold inks and is fully legible. The note has 
a repaired tear and split through the manuscript that does little to disturb the outward appearance. Some rather insignificant rust and 
stains are also noted by the grading service. The Fricke reference gives Chaffee a R-14 rarity rating, approximately 2 known. The note is 
accompanied by a handwritten “Special Order No. 65” from Major General Joseph Wheeler issued at the Cavalry Corps headquarters at 
Gadsden, Alabama August 24, 1863. In part the orders authorize Major Chaffee to impress 45 horses for use of the artillery of the corps. 
The orders are in good overall condition with minor splits in a couple of fold lines. Both contemporary and modern sources commonly 
misspell Chaffee’s name Chaffie. Our research indicates Chaffee is the correct spelling. A fascinating lot with background into the day to 
day workings of these Confederate staff officers.

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Terms & Conditions 


1. Auction Basics. This is a public auction sale (“Auction Sale”) conducted by bonded 
auctioneers, Stacks Bowers Galleries or Stacks Bowers and Ponterio (hereinafter re- 
ferred to as “Auctioneer” and at times as “Stacks Bowers”). Bidding in this Auction 
Sale constitutes acceptance by you (“Bidder”) of all the Terms of Sale stated herein. 
Bidders may include consignors who may bid and purchase lots in the Auction Sale 
consigned by the consignor or by other consignors pursuant to their consignment 
agreement with Stacks Bowers (“Consignor” or “Consignors”). A Consignor that bids 
on their own lots in the Auction Sale may pay a different fee than the Buyers Pre- 
mium charged to all other Buyers. Stacks Bowers reserves the right to include in any 
auction sale its own material as well as material from affiliated or related companies, 
principals, officers or employees. Stacks Bowers may have direct or indirect interests 
in any of the lots in the auction and may collect commissions. THE TWO PRECEED- 
ING SENTENCES SHALL BE DEEMED A PART OP THE DESCRIPTION OP ALL

Grading of rare coins and cur- 
rency is subjective and, even though grading has a material effect on the value of the 
coins and currency, grading may differ among independent grading services and 
among numismatists. Stacks Bowers is not responsible for the grades assigned by 
independent grading services, and makes no warranty or representation regarding 
such grades. Bidder further acknowledges and agrees that grades assigned by Stacks 
Bowers and lot descriptions are based solely upon an examination of the coins and 
currency and are intended to identify coins and currency and note any perceived 
characteristics. However, coin grading and descriptions are subjective. Stacks Bowers 
does not warrant the accuracy of such grading or descriptions, nor do they in any way 
form the basis for any bid.

3. The Bidding Process. The Auctioneer shall have the right to open or accept the 
bidding on any lot by placing a bid on behalf of the Consignor or his or her agent;

8. Financial Responsibility. In the event any applicable conditions of these Terms 
of Sale herein are not complied with by a Buyer or if the Buyer fails to make payment 
in full by the Default Date, Stacks Bowers reserves the right, in its sole discretion, in 
addition to all other remedies which it may have at law or in equity to rescind the sale 
of that lot or any other lot or lots sold to the defaulting Buyer, retaining all payments 
made by Buyer as liquidated damages, it being recognized that actual damages may 
be speculative or difficult to compute, and resell a portion or all of the lots held by 
Stacks Bowers, in a commercially reasonable manner, which may include a public 
or private sale, in a quantity sufficient in the opinion of Stacks Bowers to satisfy the 
indebtedness, plus all accrued charges, and Stacks Bowers may charge a sellers com- 
mission that is commercially reasonable. More than one such sale may take place at 
the option of Stacks Bowers. If Stacks Bowers resells the lots. Buyer agrees to pay for 
the reasonable cost of such sale, together with any incidental costs of sale, includ- 
ing reasonable attorneys fees and costs, cataloging and any other reasonable charges. 
Notice of the sale shall be by U.S.P.S. Certified Mail, Return Receipt Requested to the 
address utilized on the Bid Sheet, Auction Consignment and Security Agreement or 
other last known address by Stacks Bowers. The proceeds shall be applied first to the 
satisfaction of any damages occasioned by Buyers breach, then to any other indebt- 
edness owed to Stacks Bowers, including without limitation, commissions, handling 
charges, carrying charges, the expenses of both sales, sellers fees, reasonable attor- 
neys’ fees, costs, collection agency fees and costs and any other costs or expenses 
incurred.

Buyer grants to Stack’s Bowers, its affiliates and assignees, the right to offset any sums 
due, or found to be due to Stack’s Bowers, and to make such offset from any past, 
current, or future consignment, or purchases that are in the possession or control 
of Stack’s Bowers; or from any sums due to Buyer by Stack’s Bowers, its affiliates and 
assignees. In addition, defaulting Buyers will be deemed to have granted to Stack’s 
Bowers, its affiliates and assignees, a security interest in: (x) the purchased lots and 
their proceeds, and (y) such sums or other items and their proceeds, in the possession 
of Stack’s Bowers, its affiliates or assignees, to secure all indebtedness due to Stack’s 
Bowers and its affiliated companies, plus all accrued expenses, carrying charges, sell- 
er’s fees, attorney fees, and costs, until the indebtedness is paid in full. Buyer grants 
Stack’s Bowers the right to file a UCC-1 financing statement for such items, and to 
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assign such interest to any affiliated or related company or any third party deemed 
appropriate by Stack’s Bowers. If the auction invoice is not paid for in full by the De- 
fault Date, a carrying charge of one-and-one-half percent (1-1/2%) per month may 
be imposed on the unpaid amount until it is paid in full. In the event this interest rate 
exceeds the interest permitted by law, the same shall be adjusted to the maximum rate 
permitted by law, and any amount paid in excess thereof shall be allocated to princi- 
pal. Buyer agrees to pay all reasonable attorney’s fees, court costs and other collection 
costs incurred by Stack’s Bowers or any affiliated or related company to collect past 
due invoices or to interpret or enforce the terms hereof or in any action or proceed- 
ing arising out of or related to the Auction Sale.
